In all the ble lea of tbe Uuloh there 
bee of late years been ea Increasing 

difficulty In aaeasetng end oolleetlng per¬ 
sonal taxes, even In tbe rural aeolloae, 
where personal properly la, ea a rule, 
not Intangible. In agriculture tbe oblef 
value Is generally In etook, crops aid 
Implement# rather then In lend, end ac¬ 
cordingly we find Id tbe rural centre# of 
New Jersey a much larger percentage of 
personal property ass e sse d then lo tbe 
cl Use, where pereooalty cooeleU of —- 
onxltlee, Jewelry end mosey. 

Cumberland county le eerlca torsi. 
Its lest assessments show 914,618,969 of 
realty end 64.729,427 of personalty 
Camden la urban end suburban. Its lest 
assessment wae 642.947.582 of realty end 
only 64 396.476 of pereooalty. Ber¬ 
gen oouoty le mos t ly suburban. Its 
realty is 641.324,263 aifi Its personalty 
63,446,637. Cumaex la agricultural. Its 
realty le 89.244.384 and lie personally 
66.028.03U la Hunterdon, an agricul¬ 
tural oounty, tbe pereooalty la about 50 
percent, of tbe realty. In Camden It 
U not 10 per cost, of the realty. But 
tbe return# of tbe rural valuation eaob 
year abow a decreasing personal aaaeae 
meet. 

In New York pereooal property con¬ 
stantly grows less In proportion lo tbe 
real eaUte. filnoe 1870 real estate lo 
five counties bee doubled, and pereooal 
property baa been decreased 20 per rent. 
In 1870 personal property paid 29 per 
oeut. of the taxes lo tbe city of New 
York. In 1895 It waa 19 per oeut. of tbe 
whole valuation, and It la now below 
tbatfiguie. In Massachusetts tbe as¬ 
sessed personalty la between 20 and 22 
per cent, of tbe whole, but In some 
small towne It la Lslow 5 peroent., while 
In others It exoeeda tba value of tbe real 
estate. 

In Ohio tbe law compels tbe tax rata 
payer to make a detailed etatemeut 
under oatb, and tbe law also allows 20 
per cent, to Informants wbo expose false 
statements. Tbe result la that In tbe 
four principal oounlUa which have large 
cities tbe percentage of personal le 
about 22, while In tbe other counties It 
la about 32. There la also a strict law 
In Illinois, but a report of tbe State 
Auditor shows 13% per oent. for Cook 
eounty (Chicago), and 17 '£ per cent, lo 
tbe rest of tbe State. 

In Pennsylvania tba law differs from 
that of other States. Personal property 
la either wholly exempt from tax or la 
taxed nominally, lo Philadelphia and 
soma other counties there Is virtually 
boms rnla In taxation. Tba Idea of tba 
Pennsylvania law la that capital, busi¬ 
ness and Industry alone give value to 
city real estate; that wltb these tfce 
real aetata sen be made to produce 
revenue and In Increase In value; with¬ 
out them oomee depreciation la value 
and loan of employment lor large 
classes of people. A personal Utbi 
penalty on the business Interests of a 
oley, and has an unfavorable lufloeooe 
on IU growth and prosperity. 

Every State tax commlaaloo lo tbe 
enuotry baa deprecated tbe operation 
of a personal property tax. A New 
York com mission recommended Its entire 
abolishment. A Massachusetts com¬ 
mission said: “Tbe taxation of personal 
property In tbe form of securities and 
Investments le a failure. It la grossly 
unequal In Ita effects. Everywhere, 
without exception, tbe testimony Is tbet 
this pert of tbe eyatem of tbe geoeral 
property tax Is unequal, unsuccessful, 
often demoralizing to tax officials, and 
always Irritating to taxpayers.” 

It will be seen tbet tbe failure of the 
tax on personalty la general lo ail tbe 
States, and even In tb< se having drastts 
laws, and Is not peculiar to New Jersey. 
Remedies have bean triad eod^proved 
abortive. It would appear to be a ne- 
o see ary step for tbe various States to co¬ 
operate In tbe appointment of i m 
mlaelon representing all tba States to 
comps re experience# and make sugges¬ 
tions for tbe benefit of tbe different 
State Legislatures. — Newark Advertiser
